“Know  Way  of  Sea;  We  Must 
Look  at  World  as  it  is,” 
he  declares 
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“Know  the  way  of  the  Sea,”  “We 
must  look  at  the  world  as  it  is.” 

These  are  some  of  the  many  in- 
structions given  to  us  by  Dr.  Charles 
Zeublin  last  Friday,  in  his  lecture  on, 
“America  Among  the  Nations.” 

“We  must  know  the  way  of  the 
sea,  We  have  twenty  thousand  miles 
of  coast  line  with  many  ideal  harbors. 
The  nations  want  our  trade  and  we 
need  theirs.  The  opportunity  is  ours. 
..If  we  would  retain  our  position  as  a 
world  power  we  must  develop  our 
commerce. 

“We  must  look  at  the  world  as  it 
is.  History  teaches  us  that  tile  na- 
tions that  utilized  the  seas  became  the 
.-enter  of  progressive  civilization  and 
culture.  Phoenicia  first  realized  this 
truth  and  became  the  leading  nation, 
b rom  there  the  center  of  commerce 
has  moved  westward,  until  London 
today  is,  surrounded  by  the  commerce 
of  the  Atlantic.  Her  colonies  and 
’•tj-val  prestige  also  give  her  a big 
share  of  the  Pacific  trade. 

The  United  States  with  its  20,000 
miles  of  coast  line,  idented  by  ideal 
harbors  on  bqth  the  Atlantic  and. 
Pacific  coasts,  is  geograhically  so 
situated  as  to  become  the  center  of  a 
great  world  commerce. 

“There  are  many  things  to  prevent 
the  realization  of  this  ideal.  These 
are  narrow  patriotism,  and  pur  ir- 
responsible attitude  in  world  relations 
Such  obstacles  prevent  the  proper  or- 
ganization of  a . war  bleeding  world.' 

“The  Monroe  Loctrine  has  grown 
into  a world  doctrine.  It  would  be 
more  effective  as  an  international  in- 
strument to  prevent  ruthles.s  imperial- 
ism. 

“I  am  in  favor  of  any  international- 
ism that  worked.  The  Washington 
Conference  has  done  some  good 
work,  but  it  is  not  the  proper  settle- 
ment. Instead  of  joining  the  world 
we  formed  an  alliance  with  three 
other  nations,”  Dr.  Zubliii  prefered 
giving  our  sovereignity  to  the  world 
rather  than  to  three  nations. 

He  gave  us  many  other  instructive 
ideas  regarding  the  nations  and  our 
position  among  them.  Particularly 
was  he  strong  in  emphasizing  our 
wealth  and  power  and  our  irrespon- 
sible attitude.

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LECTURE  COMING 
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RULES  RESTRICTING 
FRESHMEN  ARE 
TO  BE  ENFORCED 


Were  Considered  Defunct 
Until  the  Re-enactment 
by  Upperclasses 


Professor  J.  Cecil  Alter  the  direc- 
tor of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau  will  lecture  next  Thursday 
evening  at  4:30  in  the  faculty  room, 
tinder  the  auspices  of  the  B.  Y.  U. 
Agricultural  Department  o the  sub- 
ject, “Weather  From  the  Farmer’s 
Viewpoint.” 


At  a meeting  of  the  B.  Y.  U.  up- 
perclassmen last  Monday  morning  it 
was  decided  to  enforce  upon  the 
FRESHMAN  class  a code  of  insolent 
rules,  which  were  enacted  by  the  three- 
upper  classes  of  last  year.  These 
rules  were  considered  defunct  until 
their  re-enactment  last  Monday.  Con- 
sequently if  the  FRESHMAN  class 
will  concur  with  the  specious  dictates 
of  their  older  brothers,  they  are  to 
obey  the  following  code: 

WHEREAS.it  is  the  custom  of  the 
B.  Y.  U.  Student  Body  to  allow  the 
FRESHMAN  class  one  week  in 
which  to  carry  o,ut  a program  appro- 
priate for  FRESHMEN;  which  week 
is  known  as  "FRESHMAN  Week” — 
and, 

WHEREAS  the  conduct  of  the 
FRESHMEN  during  this  week  has 
heretofore  been  such  as  to  demand 
the  attention  and  regulation  of  the 
upper  classmen  because  of  said 
FRESHMEN  infringing  upon  the 
rights  and  dignity  of  said  upper  class- 
men  through  undue  disturbance  of 
regular  school  activities,  personal  at- 
tact  and  burlesqueing; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  KNOWN 
that  the  following  rules  shall  govern 
the  FRESHMEN  in  their  conduct  at 
all  times: 

1 —  No  FRESHMAN  nor  group  of 
FRESHMEN  shall  at  any  time  haze 
or  make  personal  attack  upon  upper 
classmen; 

2—  No  FRESHMAN  or  group  of 
FRESHMEN  shall  burlesque  an  up- 
per classman  or  take  any  other  action 
reflecting  upon  the  dignity  of  the  up- 
per classmen; 

3 —  No  FRESHMEN  during  Fresh- 
man Week  shall  collect  in  groups, 
either  in  the  corridors  or  on  the 
campus  nor  shall  they  in  any  -way 
create  disturbance  that  shall  interfere 
with  class  activities: 

4 —  In  case  of  an  upper  classman  in- 
fringing upon  the  rights  of  a FRESH- 
MAN the  latter  shall  not  retaliate  in 
person,  but  shall  report  the  case  to 
the  offender’s  class  president,  who 
will  take  proper  action. 

Violators  of  any  of  the  above  rules 
will  be  dealt  with  as  seems  expedient 
to  the  upper  classmen.

The  seventeenth  of  March  is  al- 
ways celebrated  as  St.  Patrick’s  Day.

The  sham- 
rock is  preferred — but  this  year  the 
Christmas  tree  will  take  the  Sham- 
rock’s place.  St.  Patrick,  the  apostle 
of  Ireland,  was, born  in  Bannaventa, 
England.  When  sixteen  years  old  he 
was  captured  by  the  Irish  ad  carried 
to  North  Ireland,  where  he  served  as 
a slave  under  a Irish  master.  He 
herded  swine  but  then  made  a thrill- 
ing escape  and  went  to  Gaul  where  he 
became  a monk.  Later  he  received  the 
papal  benediction  and  went  on  his 
long  desired  mission  to  convert  the 
heathens  of  Ireland  to  Christianity. 
There  St.  Patrick  -had  to  contend 
with  the  Druids,  who  were  s-o  wicked 
that  St.  Patrick  cursed  .them  and 
caused  the  earth  to  swallow  them  up 
The  known  facts  of  his  life  are  few 
and  are  surrounded  by  legends  of 
various  interpretation.  In  these  St. 
Patrick  performed  many  interesting 
miracles  and  deeds.  Everyone  has 
heard  of  how  he  drove  the  snakes  out 
of  Ireland  by  beating  on  a drum, 
but  only  the  Irish  give  him  the  credit 
of  teaching  them  how  to  distill  drinks 
From  that  day  on  his  miracles  grew. 
He  breathed  upon  ice  blocks  and 
turned  them  into  fire,  to  save  his  fol- 
lowers from  a bitter  death  of  freez- 
ing.
